Hi Folks 


I've read some of the recent comments regarding the possibility of 
adopting a new QRP frequency on 20m, in an attempt to get away from the 
data qrm which is so prevalent around 14060. 


There are some points which I think worth considering, before advocating 
such a move: 


14060 has been internationally recognised as the 20m QRP CW frequency 
for very many years, and is used by QRP ops across the world. Any 
unilateral decision made by readers of QRP-L to change to another 
frequency will only serve to fragment the QRP activity on the band, and 
will play into the hands of those who seek to gain advantage for 
themselves (and their data modes) by forcing an undemocratic change in 
band plans. 


I have no idea what proportion of the Stateside QRPers subscribe to 
QRP-L, but compared to the numbers of QRP operators around the world the 
numbers will be very small. 


I would hope the views of the many QRP organisations around the world 
would be sought before any hasty 'decision' is taken by this group. I am 
in the process of seeking views (on behalf of the G-QRP Club) on some 
agreed QRP frequencies for the WARC bands, and this isn't proving very 
easy. I'd prefer not to have to contemplate a similar excercise for a 
new 20m frequency, Hi. 


Whilst I agree 14060 is, at times, difficult for us to use - it is 
usually quite possible to move a little (up or down) and conduct a QRP 
qso. I often hear data transmissions as low as 14050, and it is my 
opinion they will continue to push the boundaries further, if allowed 
to. Any move to a lower frequency is unlikely to prove a long term 
solution to the problem, unless cw and data operators can xagreex to 
(and abide by) sensible band planning.

Stan - L. B. Cebik, W4RNL, reviewed the Double D as part of his two element 
series in Communications Quarterly. He may have a synopsis of it on his web 
page which is worth looking at even if you aren't loooking for information 
on the Double D;

I recall that he concludes that a Moxon rectangle or a regular two element 
Yagi-Uda is a better performer than the Double D. 


I think that it certainly be worth the while to build a two element beam 
for 30 M particualrly if you can point it in an interesting direction uch 
as Europe. The 4 to 5 dB gain over a dipole goes a long way in equalizing a 
QRP signal on a band that has a rather low maximum power limit as it is. 


I have plans for building a multiband Moxon rectangle for 40 M, 30 M, and 
20 M pointed at Europe (and coincidentally my Dad) as soon as the weather 
gets better. Need to dig up ground for a new garden as well so it will bew 
a buzy spring.

On Thursday evening I had a look out the front window (faces west) to see 
if the comet was visible and indeed it was. So I decided to have a quick 
peek at it with binoculars. Even with the street lights around here it's 
still quite a sight. 


Anyhoo, when I got outside there was an aurora in full swing. Not as 
intense as some I have seen but enough that it stretched overhead and 
there were some vague wisps a bit south of me. Most of the time it was 
just several bands of light green mist but there was one brief episode 
about 10 degrees above the horizon where a small "curtain" formed whose 
bottom was lined with red. Gorgeous. 


The comet was interesting but didn't seem to have changed much since I 
last saw it. It's been cloudy here most of the time that the comet has 
been visible - especially when the lunar eclipse occurred. 


With the moon in its early phase, I could also see earthshine on the dark 
side. 


This was at about 0315Z Fri (9:15pm CST Thursday. local) at latitude 52N 
(Saskatoon, SK). 


My daughter tells me she saw an extremely intense aurora three hours 
later. Enormous curtains all over the place with intense red lining along 
the bottom. 


Also, over the past week or so I have been trying to develop a DSP program 
on my Analog Devices EZKit Lite to decode the date/time etc. that are 
encoded on a 100Hz subcarrier on WWV. So I have been listening to the 
10Mhz broadcast a lot recently. On Thursday afternoon I noticed that I 
could just hear the 10Mhz WWVH signal from Hawaii coming through as well. 
So I tuned to 15Mhz and was surprised to hear WWVH coming through 
reasonably strong.

As much as I enjoy and am dedicated to QRP, I do enjoy having 
equipment capable of QRO operation when required 


With that in mind, along with my recent wattmeter struggles, I've 
been looking at a design by Bill Hickox, K5BDZ, published in HAMBREW 
about 18 mos. ago. It has dual meters, uses two transformers, both 
17T sec 1T pri on FT37-43 cores, and some 1N34A diodes. For higher 
power ratings, he recommends 35T sec and 1T pri on an T50-6 core, 
and higher voltage ratings on the diodes (1N914, or 1N270, or 
equivalent) . 


I might use the higher power version, then adjust to read lower 
wattages. I hope to add a three-position switch, to display 1W, 10W 
and 100W at 85-90% or so of full deflection on the meters. 


Will the different toroid core and winding affect the lower power 
scales adversely? Will their linearity be shot at the lower power 
levels? 


Also, the article mentions no specs for VHF or UHF usage, just 
recommends "different toroid types should be used that will better 
perform at those frequency levels." So if I wanted to build a 
1/10/100 watt, 160m-70cm xreasonably*x accurate wattmeter, what 
toroid type would be needed? Or which factor must be eliminated? 
(i.e., you can have VHF and power, but not HF, or HF and power 
levels will be fine, but not at VHF levels, etc.)

I found some 51 ohm, 5 Watt flame proof (I believe carbon film) 
resistors years ago. They appear to be purely resistive (give 1:1 swr 
up into vhf range) and fit nicely inside a pl259. just solder one lead 
into the centre of the pl259, make sure you've got the outer shell 
threaded on, and bend the other lead over and solder to the outside of 
the pl259. Completely self-contained, and doesn't heat up much, even at 

5 watts!

Preston, 

I recently built the step attenuator shown in the ARRL Handbook. It is a 
modular design and you can make as many steps or as large or small a 
steps that you want. Just pick out the sections that you want to fill 
your own need. I built a 7 section a unit that gives me 60db attenuation 
in 1db steps. I used 1/4 watt resistors so it is not for use on a 5w 
transmitter. It is for reciever testing,milliwatting, and DFing. I took 
it over to a friend of mine, a RF design engineer, who has a pretty good 
test lab. He ran it through the mill and was amazed at the accuracy of 
the steps and it showed less than 1/2db of insertion loss. I made the box 
out of double sided PC board and left no seam un-soldered. I used BNC 
connectors at the input and output. He tested it up to 350mhz and found 
no leakage through at that frequency. Input impedence remained 50ohms. 
Pretty good for about $10.00 worth of parts. 

It took me about a week to build it ,having to cut out all of the box 
parts and fit them tightly, and figure out which step is next so I don't 
solder myself into a corner, but that is what makes a project fun for me. 


I'm kinda proud of it. I am presently using it on my noise sniffer to 
locate line noise in my neighborhood. 

Go for it Preston, you'll have fun doing it.

Hi! I find your experience pretty unique. 

I'll assume your batteries are Nicad and not lead acid they behave differently. 
It is quite common for a old Nicad pack to develop internal whiskers (shorts) in 
individual cells. One proven technique to correct this problem is to use a 
large electrolytic cap charged up to say 30 Vdc (I use up to 130 Vdc) and 

zap the 

individual cell. This burns the little whiskers away and allows the cell to 
once again take a charge. My experience however is that once a cell develops 
whiskers its useful life is pretty much over. I would never use such cells 

in an RC model airplane but they're fine for non-critical apps. 


It sounds like maybe your "charge remove charge" method may have worked by 
cooking 
out the whiskers. 


If your pack is a sealed gel-cell (lead acid) it may simply be drying out. 
Sometimes 

you can open the individual cell plugs and add some sulfuric acid and get some 
more useful life out of them. I've even used HOH (water) and had some luck. 


I hope your pack continues to perform adaquetly but I'm skeptical. 

FYI: Anytime you measure an individual cell with a DMM and the voltage reads 
@.0 or just a few millivolts it is probably shorted. A severly discharged 
Nicad will usually measure at least 600 millivolts and will charge nicely. 


A Nicad cell is considered discharged when it reads 1.1 or less Vdc.
